BREMERTON, Wash., Aug. 12 
(AP).—President Roosevelt came 
home from a 15-day inspection of 
the Pacific war zone tonight and 
declared in a broadcast speech 
that the United Nations must pre- 
pare permanent defenses against 
any future aggressions by the 
Japanese. 

“The word and the honor of 
Japan cannot be trusted,” he de- 
clared, 

The President came into dock 
at this huge Navy yard about 4 
p. m. Pacific wartime, ending a 
war tour that began when he left 
the Marine base at San Diego, 
Cal., on July 21—a day after his 


fourth-term nomination by the 
Democrats. 


During his absence he visited 
Pearl Harbor, where he conferred 
with the war chiefs of the Pa- 
cific, and inspected military bases 
in the Aleutians. 


He brought a laugh when he 
gaid here he played hooky near 
Juneau, Alaska, long enough to 
sneak in three hours of fishing. 
The result: one halibut and one 
flounder. 


Permanent Defenses. 


Permanent Pacific defenses 
must be obtained, Roosevelt said, 
to protect this hemisphere from 
Alaska to Chile. It is important, 
he added, that we have perma- 
ment bases nearer to Japan. 


“We have no desire to ask for 
any possessions of the United Na- 
tions,” he said, “but the United 
Nations who are working so well 
with us in the winning of the war 
will, I am confident, be glad to 
join with us in protection against 
aggression and in machinery to 
prevent aggression. 


“With them and with their help, 
Iam sure that we can agree com- 
pletely so that Central and South 
America will be as safe against at- 
tack from the South Pacific as 
North America is going to be from 
the North Pacific itself.” 


Japan’s Status. 


As for Japan, the President said: 

“It is an unfortunate fact that 
years of proof must pass before 

e can trust Japan and before we 
an classify Japan as a member of 
the society of nations which seek 
permanent peace and whose word 
we can take.”

T0 EAST PRUSSIA 


Soviet Troops Striking 
From Southeast — Sit- 
uation West of Vistula 
Still Grave, German 
Broadcasts Assert.

LONDON, Aug. 13 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Gen. G. F. Zakharov’s Sec- 
ond White Russian Army yester- 
day smashed six miles through 
strong German fortifications 
northeast of Warsaw and reached 
the Biebrza River marshes, last 
big obstacle separating the Rus- 
sians from the famous World War 


[ battleground of the Masurian 
lakes inside German East Prussia. 

(Associated Press Correspond- 
ent Eddie Gilmore said in a dis- 
patch from Moscow that the Rus- 
sian wedge in Hitler’s left flank 
had developed into a_e serious 
breakthrough. The Red Army 
has crossed both the upper Bug 
and Biebrza Rivers, he reported, 
clearing the last two major ob- 
stacles before the southern bor- 
der of East Prussia.) 

In the north, three other power- 
ful Soviet armies tightened their 
trap on possibly 300,000 German 
troops pinned against the Baltic 
Sea and one of these Red Armies 
suddenly lashed out westward to- 
ward Liepaja, west Latvian port, 
and toward Memel, German sea- 
port at the northern tip of Ger- 
man East Prussia, 

A Moscow communique an- 
nounced the capture of 610 towns 
and villages, more than half of 
them by Zakharov’s troops and 
Marshal Konstantin K,. Rokossov- 
sky’s First White Russian Army. 

The latter army was within 
four miles of the Warsaw-Bialy- 
stok railway on a broad front be- 
tween the besieged Polish capital 
and beyond the Bug River as the 
Russians wheeled toward East 
Prussia. 

11 Miles From Frontier. 

Driving northwest along both 


sides of the Bialystok-Lyck rail- 
way leading to East Prussia’s 
southeastern corner, Zakharov’s 
troops captured Klewyanka, 18 
miles from the East Prussian 
border. Other troops fighting 
along the Augustow Canal farther 
north are within 11 miles of the 
frontier. 

West of Bialystok other units 
under Zakharov rolled to within 
20 miles east of Lomza with the 
capture of Szafranki, and 24 miles 
southeast of that big German 
stronghold with the seizure of 
Wnory rail station.

“T am much luckier than a great 
many boys have been in this war,” 
Cpl. Uhlenbrock wrote, “for all 
over the earth fellow Americans 
have given their lives for a free- 
dom they can never take advan- 
tage of again. 

“T have given my one leg from 
the knee down. I guess that ends

LONDON, Aug. 12 (AP). 
RENCH Forces of the In- 
F terior in 18 French depart-

In the Halmahera attack and 
air sweeps along Vogelkop penin- 
sula, Dutch New Guinea, four 
1000-ton freighters were sunk and 
a 3000-ton freighter-transport was 
destroyed or severely damaged, 

Night air patrols bombed the 
waterfront at Davao on Min- 
danao, main southern island in| 
the Philippines, Thursday night 
and Friday morning. Two days 
previously, the first raids against 
the Philippines since April, 1942, 
were made in three successive 
night attacks against Davao alr- 
dromes. 

Airdrome Hammered.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Aug. 12 (AP).—Nearly 
1000 American heavy bombers 
from Italian bases today gave 
high explosive life to the words 
of Prime Minister Churchill, 
author of the term “underbelly of 
Europe.” 

Holes were blown in a 120-mile 
strip of German fortifjcations 
along the French and Italian 
Rivieras as Churchill toured Italy. 

The arrival of Churchill was in- 
terpreted by the Rome newspaper 
Popolo, organ of the Christian 
Democrat party, as a sign of the 
importance of the Italian theater 
of war “may assume in the near 
future.” 

It was announced that Robert 
P, Patterson, Under Secretary of 
War, and Lt. Gen. Brehon 8S. Som- 


ervell, commander of United 
States Army Service Forces, also 
had arrived to inspect military in- 
stallations in the Mediterranean 
theater. 

Pre-Invasion Pattern. 

In a sudden significant shift of 
weight in the Allied victory drive, 
the spotlight again is on the Med- 
iterranean, where two years ago 
the Allies started unraveling the 
Nazis’ fabric of conquest. 

The bombardment came on top 
of many weeks of attacks against 
coastal strips, inland communica- 
tions and specialized installations, 
and a preliminary operation was 
carried out yesterday by medium 
and light bombers and other tac- 
tical aircraft which pin-pointed 
pillboxes, gun posts, radio installa- 
tions and like targets. 

(Nine words censored.) 

(London dispatches pointed out 
that similar targets were selected 
by air forces from Britain just 
prior to the Allied invasion of 
Normandy.) 

Shuttle Bombing. 

Adding to the attention sudden- 
ly turned on this sector, Flying 
Fortresses today returned to 
Britain, after a round trip to 
Russia and Italy, and bombed the 
important airfield at Toulouse in 
southern France on the final leg 
home. 

The Fortresses which returned 
from Italy with a round-trip es- 
cort of Mustangs came back with 
the remarkable record of not los- 
ing a man. 

These aerial thrusts coincided 
a crossing of the Loire River in 
France by American armored 
forces which penetrated at least 
10 miles south of Nantes. 

While the Loire crossing is 
450 miles to the northwest of the 
Mediterranean coast target 
it is a part. of the same German 
defense area directed by Field 
Marshal Johannes von Blasko- 
witz. 

Large and thinly’ garrisoned, 
this region has been increasingly 
vulnerable since D-day. 

Two days ago it was disclosed 
that two of the infantry divisions 
which the Germans had rushed 
to bolster the Normandy front 
were from Blaskowitz’ Riviera 
defense.

He and the survivors of the 
“lost” battalion came down the 
hill this afternoon after being re- 
lieved by the counterattack of two

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Aug. 13 (Sunday) (AP).— 
The Allies, with official silence 
cloaking the American swing 
around the left flank of the half- 
encircled German Seventh Army 
in Northwestern France, pounded 
forward at five points in the buige 
between Mortain and Caen yester- 
day and American armor pushed 
toward Southern France below the 
Loire to the portentous accom- 
paniment of bomb bursts on the 
Mediterranean coast. 

One German salient six miles 
wide and four miles deep was 


eliminated by British-Canadian 
drives below Caen. 

The Germans, reversing their 
previous withdrawal tactics, hurled 
all available reinforcements into 
the Normandy bulge which Amer- 
ican, British and Canadian troops 
were battering from three sides, 


10 Miles Below Nantes. 


The vast regions of France be- 
low the broad Loire River already 
had been penetrated by American 
forces which stabbed more than 
10° miles southward after liberat- 
ing Nantes. 

But lack of news concerning 
that front and on activity beyond 
Le Mans, which the Americans 
had passed four days previously, 
reached the proportions of a com- 
plete blackout. Dispatches from 
the front were heavily censored, 
and at the late night headquar- 
ters press conference there was no 
word, of developments, 

The speed, extent and objec- 
tives of the American drives so 
befuddled the Germans that head- 
quarters rigidly continued the 
clamp-down on word of progress, 
announcing? “the situation must 
remain obscure purely for secur- 
ity reasons.” 

It asked public patience “be- 
cause On secrecy depends the suc- 
cess of the Allied plan and the 
lives of American, British, Cana- 
dian and other Allied soldiers.”

“yawned” primary day, Aug. 1. Lots of 
other folks went fishing, played bridge, 
or were out of the city (no absentee 
ballot privileges outside Missouri). BUT 
there were other folks who wanted to 
vote and didn’t. Why? 

Because they were independent and 
conscientious citizens and therefore (1) 
some did not feel privileged to vote in a 
party election, i. e., the primary, when 
they did not mean to abide by the ma- 
jority decisions of that primary, but 
knew full well they would split their 
November ballots; (2) some (and this 
a big number of “somes’”) never vote in 
the primary because their “jobs would 
be forfeit if they chose the wrong party” 
——yes, I have had enough people tell 
me this to be convinced it is true; (3) 
some (again a large “some’’) are afraid 
they will vote for the worst candidate 
because it is impossible to know about 
the virtues or vices of the volume of 
candidates for the countless offices. 

So what can be done to better the 
situation, for we are agreed that the 
primary election is the most important? 

(A) Continue to shame the yawners; 
(B) Secure absentee voting privileges; 
(C) Assure the over-conscientious that 
they may vote in a primary and are not 
bound by law “to vote ’er straight” in 
November; (D) Change the primary sep- 
arate ballots and have all parties on a 
single ballot with the provision, as now, 
that a voter must vote for candidates 
in one party only, otherwise his ballot 
is thrown out. This would be protec- 
tion for the fearful and carry out the 
principle of the “secret ballot.” (E) 
Secure a short ballot by doing away 
with the election of persons to offices 
which should be appointive; and finally 
(F) Change the date of the primary.

Erich Von Ludendorff, in his memoirs, referred 
to Aug. 8, 1918 as “the Black Day of the War.” 
That was the day when Americans, Australians, 
Canadians and British broke the Hindenburg line. 
It was a great day for the democracies, but few 
did suspect that this breach of a prepared line 
of defense in depth meant the beginning of the 
end of Germany’s resistance. 

It was not until the memoirs of the top brain 
of the Germany Army were published some years 
later that it became known that this advance of 
15 miles and capture of a few thousand men had 
caused Gen. ‘Ludendorff to insist that the war 
was lost and the Imperial Government had bet- 
ter sue for peace. 

Inevitably, the much greater Allied triumphs of 
August, 1944, invite comparisons and analyses. 
Premier Stalin has told the Red Army that soon 
the banners of the United Nations will be in Ber- 
lin. Prime Minister Churchill informed the House 
of Commons that he had revised his view of the 
length of the war in Europe, because victory could 
come much earlier than he had thought. Here in 
America there is a general feeling that the time 
is short before the Allied arms triumphantly con- 
clude the war in Europe. 

~ * * 

The similarities between the two Augusts are 
as plain ag a pikestaff, but there are contrasts 
that are equally interesting. After the great Ger- 
man drives of March and April, 1918, failed to 
split the British Army from the French, Luden- 
dorff turned to a stalemate and a peace by ex- 
haustion. 

As of July 15, 1918, when the last Hohenzollern 
attack occurred, the Central Powers had the ad- 
vantage of position everywhere except in Asia 
Minor. Revolutionary Russia had been forced to 
kneel, Romania was occupied and yielding plun- 
der, the Anglo-French Army in front of Salonika 
had made no move, the Italians still shuddered 
over Caporetto and pleaded for more Allied help. 
The Reichswehr was in France, its fighting ca- 
pacity high, its combat supplies good, and Ger- 
man soil not in danger. 

But on Aug. 8, 1918, American, Anzac and Ca- 
nadian troops took the Hindenburg line. This 
was militarily important but not catastrophic, for 
the Boche established a new line of resistance 
and his losses of prisoners and terrain weren't 
too impressive. Yet it was completely decisive, 
because Ludendorff concluded from it that his 
troops had lost their ability to resist attack, and 
that defeat was only a matter of a few weeks or 
months. 

. * * 

What are the comparative balance sheets of 
the rival forces then and today? Then the Reichs- 
wehr was fighting a war upon a single major 
front. It had stalemated the Army of the Czars, 
then dispersed that of the Revolution, and dic- 
tated the peace of Brest-Litovsk. There was no 
war on the Eastern front and some 40 divisions 
had been moved west during the winter to defeat 
Britain and France before the AEF should arrive 
in force. 

Germany was in slow starvation. The Imperial 
Government had not done well in increasing its 
domestic agricultural production, There had been 
some bad crop years. The receipts of grain from 
Hungary and Romania had been disappointing, 
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August, 1944. 


The German Army was fairly well fed, that of the 
Hapsburgs not so well, and on the home front 
malnutrition was the order of the day. Likewise 
shortages were developing in practically every 
sort of civilian supply and service, and the dontes- 
tic order was gasping for breath. The blockade 
had wreaked havoc and civilian morale had 
worsened month by month since early 1917, when 
it became obvious that the collapse of the Ro- 
manoffs had not insured victory. 
. * * 

Then, as now, submarine warfare had proved 
a sham and a delusion, not the way to counter: 
blockade the Allies and to keep supplies from 
America from sustaining the Allied armies in the 
field. 

Then gas was being used, a battle gadget to 
which the gas mask proved a fairly good answer. 
Today there is no gas, but the’robot bomb has 
taken its place as the demon of fiendish death. 

In 1918, manpower was in short supply in Ger- 
many, Britain and France. Lloyd George thought 
he had about scraped the bottom of the barrel 
for more soldiers. The Kaiser’s government had 
shifted all the men it could from the Russian 
front, but still its troops deteriorated and their 
desire to resist decreased. If the new strength 
of America got to France in time, Germany's 
defeat was foredoomed. 

Today Hitler faces a two-front war, infinitely 
more formidable than that on the Western front 
which Ludendorff concluded he could not win, 
The advance of the Russian Army from the Dnies- 
ter to Warsaw and East Prussia represents a most 
remarkable major military achievement. 

But this is only one of the major foes at which 
the Wehrmacht shudders. At long last there is 
a major second front. America, Britain, Canada 
have conquered the most difficult of adverse geog- 
raphies, affected a large-scale landing on a hos- 
tile shore, made the sacrifice of staking out a 
place in which they could deploy a real field 
force and then break through to open country. 
The war in the West has come into its own, This 
is quite as grave a danger to the Wehrmacht as 
any it has faced,

‘When Ludendorff determined that the jig was 
up, he insisted that the civil authorities negotiate 
a peace. Soon after the “Black Day” of Aug. 8, 
1918, he laid down the law to the Government at 
Berlin, and a new Chancellor, Prince Maximilian 
of Baden, took over to bring the war to an end, 
It took from April 8 to Nov. 11 for the Army dic- 
tum to be carried into effect, and led to the abdi- 
cation of the Kaiser and a complete change of 
Government. 

The turmoils within Germany in the last three 
weeks have shown one likeness to the Ludendorff 
saga, and one great dissimilarity. It is obvious 
that many of Hitler’s leading Generals have seen 
the handwriting oh the wall and were eager to 
bring this disaster to an end. But they had no 
Ludendorff to tell the Kaiser to get out. Hitler 
shot the Generals and ordered the war to go on. 

This does not change the basic facts of the sit- 
uation. Germany had its Black Day at Stalin- 
grad. It had its black night when we crashed 
through at St. Lo. There is neither clock nor 
calendar for the total defeat, but it trembles on 
the threshold of the morrow. 
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V, Not for Volstead 


Shall V-day be Victory day or Volstead day?

Hard on the heels of the news that the Presi- 
dent visited Honolulu comes the expected crit- 
icism that he has done so for political purposes, 
In the van of the complainants is David Law- 
rence, who says the Pacific trip “would appear 
to have been a gross impropriety, as well as an 
instance of bad sportsmanship in a campaign.” 
Those are strong words. Since Gov. Dewey, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lawrence, has no such facilities 
for addressing troops, the President, he says, 
should have stayed home, 

Mr. Lawrence is a very well informed news- 
paper man, but when he implies that the Presi- 
dent had no important business in the Pacific, the 
reader asks himself: “How and what does Mr. 
Lawrence know?” Would the President take Mr. 
Lawrence or any other journalist into his con- 
fidence on matters of future military plans? And 
when he questiong the right of the President to 
discuss strategy with -Gen, MacArthur, saying 
that this is a matter delegated to the joint chiefs 
of staff, the validity of Mr. Lawrence’s criticism 
itself is open to question. 

No one questioned, we believe, the President’s 
discussion. of the highest strategy with Messrs. 
Churchill and Stalin at Teheran, Out of that 
discussion came the second front. Nor did any- 
one question the President’s previous talks with 
Winston Churchill and others, out of which came 
the North African invasion. 

Mr. Lawrence notes with apparent horror that 
the President addressed troops, saying: “He made 
seven extemporaneous speeches.” Should he, if 
he went to Honolulu at all, have locked himself 
in a hotel room? Should he, in doing the per- 


fectly natural thing of visiting military and naval 
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installations, have failed to open his mouth to 
soldiers and sallors of the United States? 

And, while we are asking questions, how does 
Mr. Lawrence know that Mr. Dewey will not be 
given facilities to visit fighting areas and ad- 
dress troops? If Mr. Dewey is denied this right, 
then it will be time to question the propriety of 
the denial, 

Of course, anything the President does between 
now and election day will be considered in a polit- 
ical light and it is up to him to set a pattern of 
behavior suitable to the presidency. Unless, how- 
ever, Mr. Lawrence is privy to information not 
available to other newspaper men concerning the 
President’s reasons for taking the trip, it is his 
criticism, rather than the President’s trip, which 
is likely to be considered partisan,

If we permit ourselves to forget, in pur- 
blind escapism, the meaning of all the 
danger signals that marked the road to 
World War II, our inevitable victories on 
the Continent and in Japan will prove 
hollow, Smashing the Fascist-Nazi mili- 
taristic pattern in Germany, Italy and Ja- 
pan and ignoring the same dread pattern 
in Spain, which has extended to Argentina, 
Paraguay, Bolivia and Chile, would be like 
pulling weeds but taking pains to leave the 
roots intact. 

The political mentality of the Spanish 
Falange is Nazi. No Franco double-talk 
can make it otherwise. Deliver us, in the 
name of Allied ships sunk off Gibraltar, 
in the name of military secrets betrayed to 
the Axis through the work of Spanish em- 
bassies, in the name of wolfram, in the 
name of iron ore sent by Spain to feed 
Hitler’s death machines, deliver us from 
Franco's “neutrality.” 


Our Folly With Spain 


We need not preen ourselves that 
expensive wooing of Franco kept 
neutral. Spain is “neutral” 
German militarists wished it so—Church- 
ill’s kindly words about Spain notwith- 
standing. Mililitarists planning a war do 
not overlook the possibility of defeat. If 
defeat should come again, the war machine 
must go underground for another try, as 
it did in 1918. It is not for nothing that 
Marshal Goering said, “Spain is the key 
to two continents.” 

Now that an Allied victory is imminent, 
it is well for Spain to make placatory ges- 
tures toward the Allies and at the same 
time to do the Axis’ bidding. She has 
promised to cut down her wolfram ship- 
ments to Germany, but nothing has stopped 
her from sending 45,000 tons of iron ore 
a month to German-occupied territory, She 
has promised to withdraw the Spanish Blue 
Legion fighting against Russia on the East- 
ern front, but nothing has stopped her 
from seeing that the Blue Legion is in- 
corporated into the Nazi columns.

The Falange militia is dissolved, Franco 
announced with braying trumpet, but the 
fact remains that it was made part of the 
Spanish Army, thus strategicelly placing 
key positions in the hands of the Falange.

Fascist Poison in Argentina 


It is apparent that Franco Spain will not 
be crushed as will be Germany following 
an Allied victory. What a springboard for 
Germany's comeback! 

What a springboard—right into Latin 
America. The work has been done very 
well indeed in Argentina. The Colonels’ 
clique has followed the antics of the Fa- 
lange in Spain and the Nazi party in Ger- 
many. Nor is that anything to marvel at. 
More than half the money appropriated 
to the Falange by the Spanish Government 
is earmarked for use in Latin America. It 
cannot be said that this money has been 
spent in vain. 


The administrations of President Ram- 
irez and Farrell followed closely the 
Franco brand of neutrality. Riding high 
and handsome now is Col. Juan D. Peron, 
Argentina’s Vice-President. When accused 
of organizing labor and capital along to- 
talitarian lines, Peron declared, “If the 


Nazis think along these 
Nazis must be right.” 


The “neutrality” practices of Franco are 
assiduously aped by Argentina. True, after 
much pressure, Argentina enacted the farce 
of breaking relations with the Axis, but 
the smuggling of vital war materials to 
Germany, such as platinum, industrial dia- 
monds, drugs (including insulin) continues. 
The violently anti-United States newspa- 
pers are encouraged to vilify the Northern 
neighbor, 


To the present governing heads of Spain 
and Argentina, the ultimate victory of Ger- 
many is merely a hope deferred. There 
will be much work done after the war to 
raise the German banner again. 


So Franco and his Falange dream. Un- 
doubtedly, the Reich’s master minds have 
watched with deep satisfaction the poison- 
ous tentacles reaching forth to corrupt and 
destroy. The Reich’s investment in the 
Spanish Civil War has paid high dividends, 


Our coddling of Spain must cease. We 
must recognize that Spain is an Axis na- 
tion, that Spain is dedicated to the ominous 
purposes of the Axis, and that in defeating 
the Axis our victory remains a half-meas- 
ure unless Franco Spain is crushed along 
with its begetters. A democratic Spain 
must be our goal. Let us be sure this time,

Our duty in Argentina is plain. We must 
smash the Axis there as we are smashing 
it in Europe. It is insufficient to provide 
for diplomatic isolation. It must be imple- 
mented by an iron-clad quarantine.

We must 
isolate Argentina completely. 


To this end, we need the active co-opera- 
tion of Great Britain. However, with its 
heavy investments in Argentina, Britain 
may be loath to take such steps. Her 
trade with Argentina gains while ours de- 
clines. But Britain must be made to see 
the light. She must refrain from import- 
ing wool, beef, wheat and corn, and we 
must refrain from importing Argentine 
cheese, corn, and other foods, We must 
deny Argentina access to iron and steel for 
her huge armament program. Both America 
and Britain may have to tighten belts. 


*I wager that if Great Britain, with the 
co-operation of the United States, would 
completely refuse navicerts and build an 
economic wall around Argentina, the Far- 
rell-Peron regime would crumble in a fort- 
night.

Nov el A Rice a Teacher-T yrant 
Is Symbolic of Nazi Germany

‘‘Small Town Tyrant,’’ by Heinrich Mann. (Creative 
Age Press, New York.) 


Translated from the German of an exiled 
writer now living in the United States, this 
novel is of timely importance, for it gives 
the reader a convincing picture of the rise 
to power of a type of sadist-tyrant whose 
hate-ridden mind and philosophy of revenge 
represent the composite Nazi of the Third 
Reich, 

It may be that the protagonist of this 
singular story, Prof. Gaubage — dubbed 
“Old Garbage” by his students—is a proto- 
type of the Nazi Minister of Education and 
Culture. Mr. Mann, however, prophetically 
conceived the character of his professor- 
despot during the First World War. 


As a portrait of a type of tyrannical pro- 

fessor whose classical learning fails to de 
velop in him the classic spirit, whose 
accumulating frustrations and virulent sad- 
ism seek an ever-widening outlet for re- 
venge on his students, and finally on the 
town, Dr. Gaubage represents a generic 
human type that has had in Germany es- 
pecially fertile soil in’ which to develop. 
There are revealing social implications in 
the picture that the author presents of 
German small-town life in the early years 
of the century. 

Not only significant in its social and 
psychological implications, “Small Town 
Tyrant” is absorbing as fiction, the work 
of a craftsman skilled in selection of i- 
luminating incident and detail, who bullds 
plot as subtly as he creates character. The 
motion picture, “The Blue Angel,” an early 
starring vehicle for Marlene Dietrich, was 
adapted from this novel. 

It is good news that Creative Age Press 
is to publish a series of the novels of 
Heinrich Mann, best known in thia country 
for his two memorable historical novels, 
“Young Henry of Navarre” and “Henry 
the King.”

Tt is just 30 days since I left 
Washington but I have been at all 
times in close touch with the work 
there and also in daily communi- 
cation with our forces in the Eu- 
ropean and Far Eastern theaters 
of war. It is good to come back 
to the Puget Sound Navy. Yard 
for, as you know, I have been 
coming here off and on since 1913 
or 1914. 

Since my visit here nearly two 
years ago I am glad to know of 
the splendid progress that is be- 
ing maintained both here and at 
many places on the Pacific Coast 
in turning out ships and planes 
and munitions of almost every 
other variety, and in the training 
of men for all of the agmed serv- 
ices. So I have thought that you 
would be interested in a _ brief 
summary of my visit to Hawaii 
and to the Aleutian Islands and 
Alaska from which I am about 
to step foot on shore in the con- 
tinental United States. 

When I got to San Diego and 
for three days before going on 
board ship, I had the opportunity 
to visit many of the patients in 
the hospital there, a larger number 
of whom were just back from the 
fighting in the Marshall and 
Marianas Islands, and also I wit- 
nessed a large practice landing 
operation on the beaches of South- 
ern California between Los Ange- 
les and San Diego, the kind of 
warfare which has been so suc- 
cessfully developed by us during 
the past two years. This is of a 
wholly new type requiring all 
kinds of new equipment and new 
training, and I think I can safely 


say that no other nation in the | 


world has worked it out as suc- 
cessfully as we have shown within 
the past few weeks in the capture 
of Saipan and Tinian and the re- 
capturing of Guam, resulting in 
new threats against Japan itself 
and against all of their operations 
in the Southwest Pacific. 


He Sees Landing. 

It takes a personal observation 
of a landing maneuver, such as 
I saw from a high bluff overlook- 
ing the shore below, to under- 
stand how well the application of 
experience is being carried out. 
The landing craft—a wholly new 
type of ship—came to the beach 
from the transports offshore un- 
der a cover of fog. 

They came on in waves, the 
Marines and infantry getting the 
first toe-hold, followed by other 
waves and then by all manner of 
equipment, ammunition and wire 
and tanks, all protected by air 
coverage, and preceded theoreti- 
cally by a devastating bombard- 
ment from heavy ships lying off- 
shore. -When a beachhead was 
obtained to a depth of a mile or 
two there followed the unloading 
of great quantities of supplies of 
all kinds, including tanks and 
trucks and jeeps. 

Timing is of the utmost im- 
portance in an operation of this 
kind together with instantaneous 
communication from the shore to 
the ships and planes. Here was 
demonstrated the perfect co-oper- 
ation between all the services — 
Army, Navy and Marines — an: 
to this should be added the team- 
work for the immediate care of 
the wounded and their quick 
transfer back to the hospital 
ships, 

We in our comfortable homes 
Ought to realize that to al] troops 
and Marines who are to conduct 
a new landing expedition on some 
far distant island in the Pacific 
as well as on the coast of France 
this ahmphibious training is being 
given at a number of places in the 
United States before the expedi- 
tion even starts. Hundreds of in- 
structors are required, nearly all 
men who have participated in ac- 
tual combat operations beforehand. 
Many of these instructors will, of 
course, accompany the troops in 
the actual operations of future 
landings. 

The cruiser on which T went 
from San Diego to Hawaii is one 
of a number of what we call “post 
treaty cruisers” much larger and 
more powerful and faster than the 
pre-war cruisers, which were lim- 
ited by treaty to 10,000 tons. This 
particular ship joined the Pacific 
leet less than a year ago but has 
already engaged in 15 operations 
in the Western and Southwest Pa- 
cific. Hers is a magnificent rec- 
ord. Her skipper and crew have 
brought her through all of these 
manyv offensive missions un- 
scatched, and because of the ex- 
perience thus gained she is an 
even more powerful weapon than 
she was the day she joined the 
fleet. 

The voyage was uneventful and 
we arrived at Pearl Harbor on 
July 26, 

Chance at Pear] Harbor 

What an amazing change since 
my visit there 10 years ago. Up to 
that time the Pearl Harbor Navy 
Yard had maintained a_ steady 
growth, like most of our other 
mavy yards, but today it is capa- 
ble of making repairs to the 
heaviest ships and employs a 
force nearly 10 times as great, 
many of the

battleships and

the attack on Pearl Harbor on 
Dec. 7, 1941, have been raised 
with the exception of the Arizona. 
In her case, because of the explo-

| In these three days we talked 
about Pacific problems and the 
best methods of conducting the 
Pacific campaign in the future. 
The discussions developed com- 
plete accord both in the under- 
Standing of the problem that con- 
fronts us and in the opinion as 
to the best methods for its solu- 
tion. All of us must bear in mind 
the enormous size of the Pacific 
area, Keeping a mental map of the 
whole of it in mind. 

The Hawaiian Islands used to 
be considered an outpost. We 
were not allowed to fortify Guam 
nor did we fortify Wake or Mid- 
way or Samoa, 


Now a Major Base. 

Today the Hawaiian Islands are 
no longer a mere outpost. They 
constitute a major base from 
which, and from the Pacific coast, 
front-line operations are being 
conducted twice as far away as 
the distance between the coast 
and Hawaii. The Hawaiian Islands 
/have helped to make possible the 
victories at Guadalcanal and New 
|Guinea and the Marshalls and the 
Marianas, The islands will make 
possible future operations in 
China—make possible the recap- 
ture and independence of the 
Philippines, and make possible the 
carrying of war into the home 
islands of Japan

In a few minutes I want to 
say another word about the fu- 
ture of the Pacific. 

During the rest of my stay in 
Hawaii I visited many activities,

Latest Gallup Figures. 

The Gallup poll this week listed 
seven more states for Dewey— 
lowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota and Wisconsin—and in its 
summary of 24 states asserted 
that Dewey was leading in 13, 
with a total of 193 electoral votes, 
and Roosevelt was leading in 1l 
with 139 votes. In the. Roosevelt 
column were most of the states 
of the “Solid South,” plus Massa- 
chusetts, California, and Wash- 
ington. In the Dewey column was 
New York, generally regarded as 
doubtful. 

Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, North 
and South Dakota returned sub- 
stantial majorities for Willkie in 
1940. 

Minnesota gave Roosevelt only 


a 47,922 majority four years ago. 


In 1942, Harold Stassen carried it 
by a majority of 109,883 over his 
Farmer-Labor opponent, but the 
Democratic candidate polled 75,- 
151 votes. This year the Demo- 
cratic and the Farmer-Labor par- 
ty have combined to support 
hioosevelt. 

President Roosevelt carried 
Wisconsin by a mere 25,615 in 
1940. In the 1942 gubernatorial 
race, the Progressive candidate 
won over the Republican by a 
105,719 majority. The Democratic 
candidate received 98,153 votes. 
It is hardly likely that the great 
bulk of the Progressives will sup- 
port Roosevelt as in 1932 and 
1936. 


Speculation on Missouri. 
Politicians are speculating as 
to whether the Missouri primary 
results can be taken as a straw 
to indicate how the state will go 
in the presidential election. While 


the final primary figures are not, 


yet available, the returns are com- 
plete enough to indicate that the 
Republican primary vote 
higher than the Democratic for 
the first time since 1928. In every 
election except that of 1932, the

drawn beyond the German-Polish | 
frontier. 

Ciano felt that if the reply from | 
Lord Halifax had come on Sept. 1. 
Hitler might have agreed, but that 
by Sept. 2 German troops had ad- 
vanced so far, and German mili- 
tary enthusiasm had reached such 
a pitch, that it was physically im- 
possible for him to accept this 
condition. The Minister doubted 
whether a similar meeting at the 
present moment would serve any 
useful purpose. 


German-Italian Relations. 

Count Ciano then spoke at con- 
siderable length of German-Italian 
relations. He made no effort to 
conceal his hearty detestation of 
Ribbentrop. 

He said: “If Hitler wants any- 
thing—and God knows he always 
wants enough—Ribbentrop always 
goes him one better.” 

He made it clear that he bitter- 
ly resented not only Hitler’s lack 
of proper consideration for his 
Axis partner in failing to consult 
the Italian Government with re- 
gard to German policy, but also 
what he claimed was Hitler’s com- 
plete disregard for the specific 
terms of the treaty between Italy 
and Germany. 

During the preceding summer, 
when he had twice conferred with 
Hitler and’ Ribbentrop, the sub- 
ject of the negotiations then 
progressing between the Soviet 
Union and France and England 
had, of course, come up for dis- 
cussion. The Germans had told 
him that in order to impede these 
negotiations they were attempting 
to conclude a commercial agree- 
ment with Russia, but that this 
was merely in the nature of a 
“petit jeu” (a little game). 

“Do . you further realize,” he 
asked, “that Hitler called me on 
the telephone only on Aug. 21, 
last, to announce the conclusion 
of this alliance to me, and that 
before I had even had time to get 
Mussolini on the telephone to 
break the news to him this very 
radio in my own office here was 
carrying the report broadcast to 
the whole world?” 

“That,” he said, “was the way in 
which Italy was advised as to Ger- 
man foreign policy.” 

“And with regard to Poland,” 
he continued, “the clear-cut terms 
of our understanding with Ger- 
many provides that, if Germany 
undertakes any military venture, 
Italy must be first afforded an op-

The terms would also have in- 
cluded the return of Germany’s

‘their equivalent. Count Ciano was 
by no means sure that Germany 


would still agree to such terms. 
Throughout the conversation 
Ciano revealed not only his con- 
tempt and hatred for Ribbentrop 
but also an underlying antagonism 
toward Hitler. He did not hide 
his anxiety in so far as Italy was 
concerned, with regard to Ger- 
many and his fear of her military 
power. But neither did he show 
the slighest predilection toward 


'Great Britain or France. 


As soon as the conversation 
ended, the motion-picture 
were sent for, and the Minister 
posed with me for an unduly pro- 
tracted period. That was the only 
time I saw the “chest out, chin 
up” Ciano of whom I had been 
told. Until the cameras began 
clicking he could not have been 
more human or more simple. 

At the outset of our interview 
Ciano had told me that I was to 
be received that same afternoon 
by Mussolini at the Palazzo Vene- 
ae 

Interview With Mussolini. 

At five o’clock in the afternoon, 
accompanied by Ambassador Phil- 
lips, I was received by Mussolini. 

I entered the palace by the side 
entrance used by the Duce and, 
going up in a small elevator, was 
escorted through a long corridor 
hung with paintings and filled 
with vitrines containing examples 
of old Italian porcelain to a recep- 
tion room where Count Ciano was 


| waiting to receive us. From there 


we passed to the Hall of the 
Grand Fascist Council which, 
while on a far smaller scale and 
hung in blue instead of red, was 
reminiscent of the Hall of the 
Doges in the Doges’ Palace at 
Venice. At the end of the Hall 
was a raised—and a very large— 
armchair set aside for the use of 
the Duce. On a lower level around 
a horseshoe table were other 
chairs for members of the Grand 
Council. The walls were covered 
with superb portraits. 

Mussolini received me in his of- 
fice in the “Sala Mapa Mondo.” 
The Hall, of which so much has 
been written, was very long, but 


did not seem of that ominous 


length so often emphasized by 
those who in earlier days had 
been granted interviews by Mus- 
solini. There was no furnitur¢ in 


it except a desk at the extreme 


end and three chairs placed in 
front of it for the Ambassador, 
Count Ciano, and myself. A small 
reading lamp on the desk was 
the sole illumination in the whole 
vast room, already darkening in 
the winter twilight. 

Mussolini met me cordially at 
the door, saying he was very 
happy to welcome me, and walked 


portunity for consultation. We 
would, if we could, have prevented 
the invasion of Poland, but we 
were never given any chance to 
exert any influence on Hitler to 
prevent it.” 

Sympathy for “Real Poles.” 

Count Ciano insisted that the 
Italian Government had the deep- 
est sympathy for the “real Poles.” 
He believed that Poland must be 
reconstituted. And as an indica- 
tion of its policy, the Italian Gov- 
ernment continued to recognize a 
Polish Embassy in Rome and he, 
Ciano himself, was spending much 
time in bringing what influence 
he could to bear on Germany to 
mitigate the brutality of the treat- 
ment of Polish nationals in occu- 
pied territory. 

“No country,” Count Ciano de- 
elared, “would want to have Ger- 
many as a neighbor. Italy now 
has her as a neighbor and we 
must do the best we can to get on 
with her. 

“You will wonder why Italy did 
nothing at the time of Dollfuss's

At the end of our conversation 
he told me that he would be glad 
to talk with me again at any 
time and that he believed he 
would probably receive reports 
from Berlin, Paris, and London 
after my visits to those capitals 
which would be of value to the 
President before I returned to 
Washington. 

Agreement to Meet Again. 

It was agreed that I would see 
him again upon my return to 
Rome before my return to the 
United States. 

The Duce got up and joined me 
on the other side of his desk. For 
a while- he spoke to me in Eng- 
lish, then broke into French. I 
asked him if he still rode every 
morning and he said he did, but 
that he had now taken up a new 
sport, tennis; that he had always 
thought of tennis as a young 
lady’s game, but he had now dis- 
covered it was almost as hard 
exercise as fencing. He was de- 
lighted to say that that very 
morning he had beaten his pro- 
fessional 6 to 2. 


He walked with me to the door, 
gave me a powerful handshake, 
and said he would look forward 
to seeing me again.

Up to that 
time the press had been Bilent 
about me. Evidently Mussolini 
had decided that nothing could be 
published until he himself had 
learned whether there was any- 
thing more to my visit than was 
told in the announcement he had 
received from Washington. 


For obvious reasons it had been 
decided that, after leaving Rome, 
I should proceed to Berlin before 
visiting Paris and London so that 
no false inferences could be 
drawn from my itinerary. 

Trip to Berlin. 

Throughout most of the trip 
from the Swiss frontier tb Berlin

| well-known official interpreter, he 
| received me at the door of his of- 


‘fice, without even the semblance 


of a‘ smile, and without even a 
word of greeting. After a mo- 
ment’s pause, I spoke a few words 
in English, since I knew that he 
spoke English fluently. In addi- 
tion to his brief service in London 
as ambassador, he had spent sev- 


‘eral yeafs in England as a wine 


salesman and four years in the 
United States and Canada in the 
same capacity. 

Ribbentrop looked at me icily 
and barked at Dr. Schmidt the 
German word “interpret.” We 
then sat down. The Minister 
turned to me and asked me in 
German whether I had a comfort- 
able journey. I turnéd to Dr. 
Schmidt and said in English that 
I had now lost all facility in speak- 
ing German and to be good enough 
to interpret my zeply to the Mini- 
ster. 

I set forth the nature of my 
mission, emphasizing that my gov- 
ernment was solely interested in 
the establishment of permanent 
peace in Europe and had no in- 
terest in any temporary truce. I 
concluded by making it very clear 
that I had no proposals to offer 
and no commitments whatever to 
put forward on the part of the 
United States, 


Two-Hour Harangue. 


Ribbentrop then commenced to 
speak and never stopped for well 
over two hours, except to request 
the interpreter from time to time 
to translate the preceding portion 
of his discourse. 

The Minister sat with his arms 
extended on the sides of his chair 
and his eyes continuously closed. 
The pomposity and absurdity of 
his manner could not be exagger- 
ated. One could only assume that 
he envisioned himself as the Del- 
phic oracle, 

It would be unduly tedious to 
relate in any detail the harangue 
which then ensued. The early 
part of the discourse had to do 
with German-American relations, 
and the entire burden for their 
deterioration was put on the 
United States.

A part 
of my task necessarily was to 
learn what Mussolini’s own views 
on the subject might be. 


Mussolini’s Idea of Terms. 

Mussolini then set forth what 
he believed to be the terms Ger- 
many would accept. He repeated 
the statements regarding Austria, 
Slovakia, and Bohemia-Moravia 
previously made by Ciano,

That was the sole excuse 
‘Ribbentrop offered for Hitler’s 
‘flagrant violation of the obliga- 
tions he had contracted at Mu- 
nich. 

| Ribbentrop on Poland, 

| And then the Minister turned 
to Poland. Ribbentrop insisted 
that Hitler had always maintained 
| that the separation of the German 
‘city Danzig from the Reich and 
the complete divorce of East Prus- 
sia from Greater Germany were 
provisions of the Versailles Treaty 
which could not endure, But at 
the same time he had been con- 
vinced that these questions could 
be solved satisfactorily by means 
of a direct understanding between 
Poland and Germany, 

In that spirit the nonaggression 
pact between Germany and Po- 
land had been concluded. As far 
back as 1938 negotiations had 
been begun between the German 
Foreign Office and Colonel Beck, 
for the purpose of restoring Dan- 
zig to the Reich and granting to 
Germany an extraterritorial motor 
road and railroad across the Cor- 
ridor between Greater Germany 
and East Prussia. 

These conversations had pros- 
pered; they had reached a com- 
plete agreement in principle when 
Col. Beck had visited Berlin and 
Berchtesgaden early in 1939. In 
a few months, Ribbentrop main- 
tained, had it not been for foreign 
interference, the entire arrange- 
ment would have been concluded 
to the satisfaction of Poland, and 
Germany would have abided per- 
manently by this settlement. 

(This flat contradiction of what 
he had said only a moment before 
with regard to Hitler’s insistence 
that the Polish Corridor could not 
endure was only one of an infinity 
of similar contradictions through- 
out the interview.) 

And What Had Happened? 

And what had happened? The 
German government now had the 
complete archives of Warsaw. He 
wished me to know that it pos- 
sessed incontrovertible proof that 
England had incited the Polish 
government to refuse to conclude 
this agreement; that England had 
incited the Poles to determine up- 
on war against Germany. 

Looking pointedly at me, Rib- 
'bentrop added that the German 
government likewise had incon- 
trovertible proof that officials of 
governments in no way connected 
with the issues involved had 
urged the Polish government to 
make no concession of any na- 
ture to Germany. , 

(It will be remembered that 
shortly after my visit to Berlin 
the German Foreign Office pub- 
lished records alleged to have 
been found at Warsaw which pur- 
| ported to show that diplomatic 
representatives of the United 
States in Europe had intervened 
in this manner.) 

Finally, the German government, 
he said, had proof that the British 
guarantee of military support had 
been thrust upon Poland against 
| the wishes and advice of Col. Beck, 
‘solely as a means of persuading 
her to refrain from making any 
fair-settlement with Germany. 


When this stage had been 
‘reached, the Poles, he asserted, 
‘had undertaken every kind of 
cruel repressive measure against 
the German minorities in Poland. 
‘The German government had at- 
'tempted time and again to point 
out to Poland the dangerous re- 
sults of such a policy. The torture 
and mutilation of Germans, Rib- 
bentrop declared, was so unbeliev- 
able that he would be glad to fur- 
‘nish me with documentary evi- 
‘dence and photographs of these 
alleged atrocities. 


And finally, “solely to protect 
the Germans in Poland” and as a 
means of self-defense against 
Polish mobilization, Germany had 
been forced to take military action. 
But even at this last moment Hit- 
ler had attempted to keep the 
peace with England and France. 
He had made it clear to both the 
Western powers that Germany 
wished in no way to endanger 
British or French security. It had 
been England and France who had 
‘insisted upon declaring war on 
Germany. Germany under no con- 
‘ditions would have declared war 
on them. 


Germany’s Aims in Europe. 

Ribbentrop then went on to say 
that Germany wished for nothing 
more in Europe than the United 
States had in the Western Hemi- 
sphere through the Monroe Doc- 
trine. As a great power she was 
entitled to safeguard her vital in- 
terests. He himself had been in 
'the United States and he knew 
| that every American citizen felt, 
and he thought quite legitimately, 
that the preservation of the Mon- 
‘roe Doctrine was fundamental in 
assuring the safety of the United 
States’ world position, Surely Ger- 
‘many was entitled to the same 
|position in Central Europe. 
| Germany, he proclaimed, de- 
‘sired nothing more than the unity 
‘under the German Reich of the 
German people in Europe; the re- 
‘turn of the colonies which had 
‘been stolen from her, so that she 
‘might obtain from them the raw

She ex- 
pected, of course, the independent 
powers “within her sphere of in- 
fluence” to have close economic 
ties with the Reich. And I should 
not forget that 1000 years ago 
German emperors had . been 
crowned in Prague. Germany, 
however, had no desire or inten- 
tion of preventing the Czech peo- 
ple from having their complete 
autonomy.

Made “Impossible” by British. 

British policy made any such 
recognition of German rights im- 
possible. Only the night before, 
Ribbentrop said, Eden had pub- 
licly declared that the war aim 
of England was ta destroy Hit- 
lerism. Ribbentrop wished me to 
know that every German national 
was a part of Hitler. The de- 
struction of Hitlerism could only 
mean the destruction of the Ger- 
man people, for Germany would 
never again be governed by any 
other form of government other 
than Hitlerism. 

Germany was strong and com- 
pletely confident of ultimate vic- 
tory. She had immense military 
superiority, and from her eastern 
and southern neighbors she could 
obtain the raw materials she re- 
quired. She was prepared for a 
long war. But the Minister was 
confident it would be a short war. 

Germany wanted peace, but only 
on condition, Ribbentrop said, 
“that the will on the part of. 
England to destroy Germany is 
obliterated once and for all. I see 
no way in which that can be ac- 
complished except through com- 
plete and total Germany victory. 

By the time this stage had been 
reached Ribbentrop’s voice had be- 
come almost exhausted, and he 
paused, 

Welles Comments. 

T said I would not attempt to 
reply at any length, but that I 
could not refrain from making 
certain comments upon what the 
Minister had said. 

First of all, the Minister had 
referred to American-German re- 
lations and had declared that 
propaganda was responsible for 
the fact that the United States 
had permitted their deterioration. 
I said I had no doubt that propa- 
ganda was active in almost every 
part of the world and I felt very 
deeply, as President Roosevelt had 
said, that the more peoples were 
enabled freely to drink from the 
well of truth, and had means of 
access to true information, the 
more peaceful and happy the 
world would be. But, if the Min- 
ister thought that the unsatisfac- 
tory state of American-German re- 
lations was due to propaganda, he 
was sadly deceived. 

The American people, I said, 
were idealistic people, profoundly 
moved by humanitarian considera- 
tions. They resented in their in- 
most soul ill-treatment of human 
beings in any part of the world. 
The cruel treatment of the Jewish 
people, and of other minorities in 
Germany, was one of the two com- 
pelling causes of American feeling 
toward Germany. 

The. other was the overwhelming 
feeling in the United States that 
international controversies can 
and must be settled by pacific 
methods, and that the use of force, 
such as had been exercised by 
Germany in recent years, de- 


in the preceding year, as the Min- 
ister knew, that if the way to such 
a peace could be found by the 
nations directly involved, of which 
the United States was not one, my 
Government would participate 
wholeheartedly in a common at- 
tempt to bring about a real limita- 
tion and reduction of armaments, 
as well as a return by all nations 
to a sane economic system of in- 
ternational trade relations. 

On these two latter points, as 
the Minister doubtless knew, my 
Government was even now dis- 
cussing the possibility of reaching 
some common understanding with 
the neutral powers. All of these 
opportunities to return to a world 
of security, sanity and prosperity 
would be grievously, if not fatally, 
prejudiced if a war of devastation 
now broke out. 

To these brief remarks, the sole 
rejoinder made by Ribbentrop was 
the constant repetition of the 
words: “We have not attacked 
England. She has attacked us. I 
see no way by which we can at- 
tain the peace we want and which 
we seek save through German vic- 
tory.” 

I then terminated the interview, 
which had lasted three 
hours. 

“A Completely Closed Mind.” 

In the notes which I made im- 
mediately afterward, I used these 
words: 

“Ribbentrop has a completely 
closed mind. It struck me as also 
a very stupid mind. The man is 
saturated with hate for England 
to the exclusion of any other 
dominating mental influence. He 
is clearly without background in 
internationa] affairs, and he was 
guilty of a hundred lies in his 
presentation of German policy 
during recent years... .”

So far as trade relations were

many pursued her present au- 
tarchic policy and indulged in 
every form of discrimination 
against us there Was no 
tunity offered the United States 
for improved trade with Germany. 
Correction on Monroe Doctrine. 


I said that I further desired to 
refer to the Minister’s statements 
about the Monroe Doctrine. It 
seemed to me very clear that he 
was laboring under a complete 
misunderstanding of the naturé of 
that policy. Many years ago, I 
was quite willing to admit, the 
Monroe Doctrine had been oc- 
casionally misinterpreted ag en- 
titling the United States to exer- 
cise some form of hegemony in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

But the doctrine had never in 
reality been other than a _ uni- 
lateral declaration by the United 
States that it would not permit 
any non-American power to exer- 
cise any kind of sway, military or 
political, within the Western 
Hemisphere. It had never implied 
the intention of the United States 
to prevent non-American powers 
from having the same trade rela- 
tions with the other American re- 
publics as we ourselves possessed, 
and on equal terms. It had never 
rightfully implied the assumption 
of any political control by us over 
our neighbors.

Because so many youngsters 
have spent their vacations in a 
worthwhile way, hospitals have 
benefited and children at cen- 
ters and playgrounds have had 
a happy summer, Youthful 
supervisors of these projects, 
many of whom have to take 
long trolley rides to their desti- 
nations, seem to have as much 
fun as their charges. They play 
with them in sand piles and 
wading pools, they contrive 
games to keep them interested, 
and they are equally efficient 
when it comes to routine tasks 
heretofore reserved for their 
elders. 

Soon after the first war head- 
lines made their appearance, 
hundreds of adult volunteers 
went into hospitals, clinics, set- 
tlements and nurseries to help 
build up personnel drained by 
the war’s man-power demands. 
The agencies, however, found it 
increasingly difficult to secure 
any helpers with free time from 
already full schedules, and that 
is where teen-age citizens came 
in. They had been preparing 
for their big chance. Today 
finds the volunteer force as large 
and adequate as it is only be- 
cause high school students asked 
the right to help. 


The Office of Civilian De- 
fense, through its Social Plan- 
ning Council, has found and 
trained workers for’ scores 
of social agencies. For hospitals 
some 2500 Civilian Defense vol- 
unteers are now listed as aides; 
for playgrounds and community 
centers, hundreds of young per- 
sons have been recruited as

ranks filled for social service 


leaders and teachers, and for 
new Child Care centers, where 
children of working mothers are 
looked after, there are trained 
volunteers as well as teachers. 

Original specifications called 
only for volunteers of 18 years, 
the age minimum. Later this 
minimum was dropped to 17 
years for those in recreation 
work. Today in at least three 
important volunteer jobs’ the 
minimum age has been lowered 
to 15 years because of the many 
capabilities found in that age 
group. Junior hospital aides now 
are working with senior aides 
who have been found indispen- 
sable since the first nurses went 
to war. Proving to be a boon to 
agencies are teen-age recreation 
leaders—high school girls who 
go to Child Care centers and 
take over if the adult worker, a 
housewife or mother, must be 
at home. 


“All of this has not been ac- 
complished just through the or- 
derly planning of educators and 
social workers,” said Mrs, Dalton 
K. Rose, chairman of volunteer 
training, “but because the young 
persons ‘themselves have pressed 
their desires on us, and, given a 
small chance to help, have 
proved that they can do the 
work and take the discipline and 
hours required.”

leadership for 25 students. Girl 
Scouts and Girl Reserves of the 
Y. W. C. A. gathered 50 of their 
15 to 17-year-old members to pre- 
pare them for summer work in 
hospitals. Four Sunday after- 
noon meetings of Omega Sigma 
Delta sorority of Clayton High 
School were turned into a lec- 
ture course on child care so that 
the sorority might assist at 
Dewey Child Care Center in late 
afternoons. At the same time 
Junior A. W. V. 8. girls from 
Rosati-Kain, Beaumont, Vashon 
and Sumner High Schools en- 
rolled for child care training. 

Outstanding in the junior 
groups are 15 girls who joined 
the adult child care course early 
last June. Despite the strict 
age limits for child care aides, 
which in the past have been 
from 18 to 45, these girls demon- 
strated that they could do al- 
most everything required by 
adults.

Jungle Fighter 


The New Chief of 
Wingate's Raiders

in New Delhi late last March received a shattering five- 

word flash: “Wingate killed in plane crash.” Major Gen- 
eral Orde Wingate, who had inspired and planned this year’s 
air-borne invasion of Bur- 
ma, was commanding the 
force that had just estab- 
lished a jungle “beachhead” 
200 miles behind the Jap- 
anese lines and from there 
had stretched out tentacles 
across the enemy’s network 
of road, rail and river com- 
munications. Wingate’s 
death robbed Britain of one 
of her most brilliant lead- 
ers in the war against 
Japan and threatened to 
have catastrophic con- 
sequences unless a succes- 
sor could immediately be 
found with a firm grasp of 
the complicated tactics of 
long range penetration. A 
division of jungle-comman- 
dos, outnumbered four to 
one, was left leaderless in 
the heart of enemy terri- 
tory—and at a time when 
the Japanese were massing for a decisive attack on the raid- 
ers’ main stronghold. Mountbatten lost no time in naming a 
new commander, His orders were: “Get hold of Lentaigne.” 
One of his aides murmured that Brigadier Walter David Alex- 
ander Lentaigne was somewhere in the jungle leading one of 
Wingate’s raiding columns, “Well,” said Mountbatten, “find 
him.” . Within 24 hours a plane put down in a jungle clearing 
deep in Jap-held Burma, picked up a slightly bewildered brig- 
adier, and rushed him back to headquarters, where he was ap- 
pointed to Wingate’s command and promoted to major general. 
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@ OF ALL THE SENIOR OFFICERS in Wingate’s force none 
knew the India-Burma theater more intimately than Walter 
David Alexander Lentaigne. At 44 a veteran of many cam- 
paigns with a lifetime of professional soldiering in India to his 
credit, “Joe” Lentaigne had won the D.S.O. during the 1942 
retreat from Burma for conspicuous courage and initiative, 
and throughout 1943 had commanded a brigade on the Chind- 
win front. Born in Rangoon, the son of a Justice of the High 
Court of Burma, Lentaigne joined the army in World War I 
at the age of 17, and thereafter served 27 years continuously 
with the Fourth Prince of Wales’ Own Gurkhas. He fought 
with them in France in 1917-18 and later put in a record spell 
of service against the turbulent tribesman on India’s North- 
He was brigade major in the force that made

In 1942 Lentaigne and his battalion of Gurkhas 
were landed in Rangoon just two days before it fell 
The city was already surrounded 
and the position was hopeless, It looked as if the only 
thing left to do was to surrender. Lentalgne did 
nothing of the kind. He decided to fight his way 
through the Japanese encirclement with his 700 Gurk- 
has and march them right out of Burma. He succeed- 
ed, by dash and cunning, in breaking through the Jap- 
anese lines, and started the long trek to Imphal, As 
his battalion went along, fighting off the Japs most 
of the way, it pickeli up small detachments of British 
troops lost or isolated in the chaos of the great retreat. 
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@ THEY TAGGED ALONG, KNOWING, WITH the soldier's 
sure instinct for a real commander, that this wiry, inexhaust- 
ible giant was the man to pull them out of the trap. Len- 
taigne led them back to Imphal, and thereby accomplished the 
incredible feat of being the only officer to come out with a 
larger force than he took in. He had entered Burma with a 
battalion and got out with a brigade—starving, practically naked 
scarecrows, but still a brigade salvaged from defeat. During this 
trek, Lentaigne acquired a legendary reputation for personal 
bravery. A lean, sandy-haired, blue-eyed athlete of 6 feet 4— 
like Wingate a fanatic about physical fitness, and like him en- 
dowed with unlimited reserves of energy—Lentaigne wrought 
terrible havoc in hand-to-hand encounters with the Jap. On one 
occasion, walking down a jungle track, he was surprised by 
four Japs who sprang at him from the undergrowth and kicked 
his revolver out of his hand, Lentaigne grappled with the lead- 
ing Jap, an officer, wrenched his sword from his hand, and cut 
him down, Then he turned on the others, literally hewed one 
man in two with a tremendous blow, and chased the survivors 
back into the jungle.

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Another of his exploits was witnessed by a British 
officer marching beside a convoy of ambulances cap- 
tured by the Japs. “Suddenly I heard a noise which 
sounded like the roaring of the bull of Bashan, It was 
Joe Lentaigne leading his Gurkhas in a rescue charge. 
He outdistanced his men and meted out such mur- 
derous punishment single-handed that when the Gurk- 
has arrived on the scene the Japs abandoned the cap- 
tured ambulances and fled.”

@ AFTER A BRIEF MONTH'S REST, Lentaigne was com- 
manding a brigade of the Seventeenth Indian Division on the 
Assam-Burma border, killing Japs wherever he found them. 
After the first Wingate expedition, he asked to serve under 
Wingate in the “44” campaign, and became one of his most 
trusted senior officers. When Lentaigne took over Wingate’s 
command his force loosely occupied a wide area around (but 
not including) the town of Katha, and controlled a 40-mile 
stretch of the Mandalay-Myitkyina railway. It was against 
the main British rail block, some 80 miles south of the key 
Japanese base of Myitkyina, that the enemy launched his big 
attack. The battle lasted from April 5 to April 17. Five Jap- 
anese assaults were repelled at a cost to the enemy of more 
than 2000 killed, and Lentaigne’s “beachhead,” with its air- 
dromes and fighter bases in the heart of the jungle, was ren- 
dered secure, The torch lit by Wingate’s genius has been firm- 
ly grasped and boldly carried forward by Joe Lentaigne,

OU may remember the legend 
y ot the fanciful Spaniard who 

searched the world for’ the 
Fountain of Youth—water in 
which to bathe and restore his 
youth. From this legend may be 
learned a lesson, if you wish to 
be a beauty, for correct bathing 
which relaxes also rejuvenates, 
and two quarts of water drunk 
each day helps to keep skin and 
hair and eyes young and beauti- 
ful. 

Your beauty bath should be a 
ritual, You prepare it with tepid 
water in which are dumped some 
fragrant salts or bath oil. You 
tie up your hair, cream your face, 
place a stool near the bathtub on 
which is a book, a hand towel and 
your manicure aids.

soap, bath powder, cologne 
all be of the same fra- 
grance. Floral for summer, more 
potent for winter weather. Some 
fragrance will remain on your 
skin when you step from the tub 
but you should accent it by using 
bath powder and cologne gener- 
ously.

Brush it for 10 minutes, then 
put some pomade or tonic on the 
scalp (by parting hair every inch 
or so) and massage the scalp well 
with fingertips. You may then 
dampen it and set it. 

This could be repeated every 
week for three or four weeks. 
Then every two week: until your 
hair begins to show improvement.

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DIAGNOSIS: Annette’s attitude 
is very juvenile and can prove 
that statement. When a young- 
ster goes to kindergarten or first 
grade, his teacher stands for the 
whole field of education. 

If she wears a sourpuss face or 
is caustic and sharp tongued, then 
the child may dislike the entire 
idea of formal education. He thus 
tells his mother he hates school 
and may later try to play hookey. 

What he dislikes is not school, 
but the principal expgnent of the 
school system, namely, his teacher 
who is synonymous thereof. 

We can excuse the child's identl- 
fication of his teacher with the 
field of pedagogy, for he has a 
mental age of only 5 or 6 years 
when he enters grammar school. 
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BUT WHEN A GROWN man or 
woman indulges in this juvenile 
fallacy of damning a church be- 
cause he finds somebody in the 
congregation whom he dislikes, or 
whom he considers to be a hypo- 
crite, then we cannot condone 
such illogic. 

There are hypocrites In every 
church, and even among the 
clergy. But religion contains 
fundamental truths in the field 
of ethics, just as mathematics in- 
cludes similar truths in that realm. 

Wouldn't Annette be considered 
foolish if she refused to use the 
multiplication tables because some 
arithmetic teacher made a few 
mistakes jn using his mathe- 
matics? 
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A PERSONAL ERROR by a 
professor does not invalidate the 
science which he is paid to teach.

Annette and similar adults must 
learn to be logical. 


Nor does a mistake by a clergy- 
man or parishioner, invalidate the 
basic merit in the Golden Rule or 
the Good Samaritan policy. 

The Sunday schools are con- 
ducted by men and women who 
generously donate their time to 
help encourage idealism and un- 
selfishness in your youngsters. 

These teachers may arise on 
subzero, blizzardy mornings and 
when most of us prefer to lie 
abed. They study and plan the 
lessons for the benefit of your 
youngsters. 
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EVEN IF THERE are hypo- 
crites in the church, your chil- 
dren are not likely to meet them 
in the Sunday schools, and prob- 
ably would not recognize the 
hypocrisy if they did encounter 
it, so quit hamstringing the 
growth of practical idealism in 
your youth, simply because you 
cherish a few illogical grudges 
against the hypocrites. 


It is high time the 50 per cent 
of nonchurch-zgoing Americans 
began to recognize that the 
church is the only regular source 
of moral instruction for Ameri- 
can youth. If you think it is 
imperfect, then get out of bed 
on wintfy mornings, teach a class 
and show how to do it better.

N a sprawling estate in a 
0 nearby suburb named Barring- 

ton stands a mansion that one 
kind of love had built and another 
had wrecked. Its doors now are 
bolted. Windows are shut tight. 
There is no sign of any activity. 
Signs posted prominently on the 
tree-studded property warn tres- 
passers to keep off the grounds. 

Alice apparently has left her 
Wonderland for good. 

Neighbors say she has put up 
the property for quick sale. They 
algo report that the blonde and 
wealthy former hostess of this 
mansion is now in Kansas where 
she can be near her soldier-hus- 
band. Her romance has _ had 
the following results: 

(1) A transcontinental love 
tour with the A. W. O, L. Army 
private now her husband; (2) a 
several states’ hunt for her and 
her lover by police and F. B. I. 
agents; (3) a court-martial sen- 
tence for the soldier; (4) a Mexi- 
can divorce from her first hus- 
band, an Army officer, a decree 
termed “a sham and a fraud”; 
(5) a custody battle in which a 
judge excoriated Alice’s conduct 
with the soldier as “lust, not love,” 
and (6) a court verdict depriving 
Alice of the custody of her three 
children by her first husband. 

Up until the outbreak of war, 
the marital life of Mrs. Alice Rand 
de Tarnowsky, Barrington socialite 
and heiress, was serene enough 
not to warrant publicity. She had 
been married to Alexis de Tarnow- 
sky, an oil engineer and son of a 
Chicago physician, since 1928. The 
nuptials took place in fashionable 
Boston. 

Her fortune came from her step- 


father, the late George F. Swain, 
professor of civil engineering at 
Harvard University, railroad em- 
pire builder, and chairman of the 
Franco - American Engineering 
Commission which played an im- 
portant part in rebuilding France 
after the last war, 
. ee ee, 

LICE and Alexis made the 

Barrington mansion a home 

for their three children—Ma- 
rie, now 15; George, 5, and Bertha 
Alexandra, 3. With American entry 
into World War II, Mrs. de Tar- 
nowsky broke into headlines of 
Chicago newspapers with some- 
thing other than her social activi- 
ties. This was her support of a 
drive for a $7800 bond bonus for 
service men at the end of the war. 
What made the plan especially 
noteworthy was that the same 
goal had the backing of Joe 
(Shouting Joe) McWilliams, hand- 
some, debonair, svelte, loud cham- 
pion of the Christian Mobilizers.

McWilliams, who since has gone 
on trial in Washington with 28 
other persons charged with sedi- 
tion, had earned a reputation as 
a rabble-rouser. 

In an interview, Mrs. de Tar- 
nowsky denied she was promoting 
McWilliams’ political ambitions 
and said, “I think it’s better for 
me to spend my money publishing 
pamphlets than buying diamonds 
like most rich women.” 

Testimony at her children’s cus- 
tody battle, however, seemed to 
reveal a closer bond existed be- 
tween McWilliams and Alice than 
she admitted. A judge later said, 
“evidence clearly shows that an 
intimacy grew up between her 
and McWilliams during his (eight- 
month) stay at her home.” 
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UST as Mrs. de Tarnowsky had 
Jeritted out of the headlines with 

her bonus plan, her husband re- 
ported her disappeurance. That 
was late in August, 1943. Alice’s 
husband, by this time a captain 
in the Army Engineer Corps, told 
police his car had vanished. He 
said hig wife had driven it from 
their home to shop in Chicago. 
Asked why he did not report her 
disappearance rather than loss of 
the car, he was quoted as saying 
he hadn’t thought that was neces- 
sary. Barrington’s chief of police 
added to the mystery. He said the 
de Tarnowsky butler had told him 
Alice had vanished July 24 or 25, 
two or three days after the hus- 
band arrived in Chicago from De- 
troit where he had been stationed, 
Later events, told by Alice, bore 
out the butler’s story. 

The hunt, now, was on for Alice. 
In a short time reports came in to 
police headquarters. Mrs. de Tar- 
nowsky was seen in one Chicago 
night spot, then another. The 
owner of one nightery remem- 
bered her well—she was in the 
company of a red-headed private 
of the Army Air Forces. 

The FBI became interested in 
the case when hotels here and in 
other cities complained of cash- 
ing bogus checks for Alice’s es- 
cort, who for the first time was 
identified as Pvt. Charles Lorene 
Fiske McIntosh, 30, son of a 
wealthy Michigan department 
store owner and manufacturer. 
The Army joined the hunt. MclIn- 
tosh was A. W. O. L. 

Alice and the private led the 
sleuths a merry 1000-mile chase 
through several states. More 
checks bounced. More reports 
came in of the soldier who regis- 
tered with Alice as man and wife 
in hotels. Capt. de Tarnowsky, 
meanwhile, had to leave on an as- 
signment to England. Servants 
took care of the children. On 
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“WELL, THEORETICALLY YOU HAVE THE WRONG ADDRESS." 


Sept. 10, the F. B. I. finally got 
Alice’s man (and Alice) in a New 
York hotel. 

What to do with McIntosh be- 
came the question of the hour. 
While Alice went into seclusion 
(nobody having accused her of 
any charge), the State’s attorney 
here pressed a bogus check charge; 
the United States grand jury in- 
dicted him for violation of the Na- 
tional Stolen Property Act: the 
Army wanted McIntosh for deser- 
tion and a host of other charges. 

While McIntosh awaited the 
first of several court hearings, 
Alice made the headlines again 
with two bits of information. Alice 
said she was divorced—with the 
consent of Capt. de Tarnowsky— 
on Nov. 8, 1943, in Nuevo Laredo, 
Mexico, and four days later had 
married McIntosh, who was per- 
mitted freedom on bond, in De- 
troit. 

The soldier’s father, Charles A. 
McIntosh Sr., quickly came to his 
defense with a handy and well- 
stocked purse. His wedding pres- 
ent to his son and his bride was 
restitution on the hotel checks, 
Federal charges were dropped. 
The Army finally got its turn. 
The court-martial disappointed a 
public hungry for details of 
Alice’s love trip. She was con- 
spicuously absent. McIntosh told 
an uneventful story of first serv- 
ing with the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, absenting himself without 
leave from a flight training squad- 
ron at the Liberal (Kansas) Army 
airfield, meeting Mrs. de Tarnow- 
sky on a train, being with her. 

MclIntosh’s life became an open 
book. Authorities quoted him as 
saying he attended nothing but 
the best military academies and 
studied three and one-half years 
at Harvard which he left just 
as he was about to be gradu- 
ated. Federal agents, however, 
said they learned he was expelled 
for selling worthless stock. He 
was married in 1933, but divorced 
in 1938. After his transfer from 
the R. C. A. F., he earned a staff 
sSergeant’s stripes but later was 
reduced to the $50-monthly brack- 
et when he complained of the 
treatment the privates received. 
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LTHOUGH McIntosh was ably 
J ectenaea by a civilian lawyer 

and an Army attorney, Capt. 
Alfred E. Smith Jr., son of the for- 
mer Governor of New York, he was 
found guilty. He was sentenced 
to 10 years at hard labor and dis- 
honorable discharge for being ab- 
sent without leave, impersonating 
a non-commissioned officer, reg- 
istering in hotels with a woman 
not his wife, issuing worthless 
checks and improperly wearing 
the wings of an aviator, 

McIntosh was whisked away to 
an Army prison camp without a 
farewell to his new bride. Just as 
the future looked darkest for Alice 
and the soldier, Maj. Gen. H. §S. 
Aurand, commanding General of 
the Sixth Service Command, gave 
McIntosh an opportunity to re- 
deem himself and recover his uni- 
form. Gen. Aurand, holding that 
the punishment recommended by 
the general court-martial was ex- 
cessive, reduced the confinement 
to seven years and ordered him 
committed to a rehabilitation cen- 
ter. McIntosh since has been serv- 
ing a probationary period in Kan- 
MILs, 

It was almost six months before 
Alice’s love life was bared. Capt. 
de Tarnowsky, who in a series of 
letters from England had pleaded 
for a reconciliation, had his attor- 
neys file suit for custody of their 
children. He charged her with 
adultery by way of support of a 
claim Alice was an unfit mother. 
Blushing in the best bridal tra- 
dition, Alice unhesitatingly told of 
her romance with McIntosh 
while still the wife of the Captain. 
McIntosh, granted a special fur- 
lough to be by her side in court, 
held his face expressionless. 

A remark she chanced to over- 
hear led to her courtship by and 
marriage to McIntosh, she testi- 
fied. She said that early last year 
she had pleaded with the Cap- 
tain to buy or rent a home in De-

troit so she could be near him 
while he was on duty at Fort 
Wayne, Mich. En route to Chica- 
go from Minneapolis, she over- 
heard McIntosh telling friends on 
a train of an acquaintance who 
had a Detroit home to sell. She 
said she became interested and 
introductions followed. 

Alice testified she had made the 
trip to Minneapolis to inform 
“Shouting Joe” McWilliams that 
she was withdrawing as sponsor 
of his vitriolic isolationist cam- 
paign and soldier bonus plan. Mc- 
Intosh got off the train with her 
at Chicago instead of proceeding 
to his home in Detroit, she said. 
He found himselftwithout a ticket 
for home, so she induced him to 
stop off in Chicago, Alice added. 

After several hours spent to- 
gether in Chicago, Alice testified, 
they shared a single compartment 
on a train to Detroit. Here Alice 
blushed perceptibly as she told of 
giving McIntosh his first kiss in 
their drawing room. She told the 
captain of her meeting with Mc- 
Intosh, but admitted she neglected 


to mention being intimate with 
the soldier. 

The court custody battle took a 
surprising turn when Alice ad- 
mitted she obtained her Mexican 
divorce from the captain without 
even goingtothatcountry. What's 
more, she didn’t know who had 
obtained it for her 

If the Mexican decree were de- 
clared invalid, she insisted she 
would move to another state and 
live with McIntosh. 

oe = 
LICFE’S assertion of undying 
A ive for McIntosh was echoed 
by the latter. McIntosh said he 
fell in love with her “almost im- 
mediately” after they met in the 
train observation car. 

“T finally found a woman with 
whom I wanted to spend the rest 
of my life,” he testified. “I want 
to spend every waking moment of 
my life with this woman. I al- 
lowed my heart to overrule my 
mind.  That’s why I went A, W. 
O. L.—to be with her.” 

Recalled to the stand, Alice was 
asked whether the 19 letters sent 
from -England by the captain, 
pleading for a “new start,” had 
any effect on her. She shook her 
head. “I’m sorry for him,” she 
said, “but I feel no remorse for 
what I did.” 

The captain’s attorneys failed 
to get Alice to admit _inti- 
macies with McWilliams. She 
said, however, that McWilliams 
came into her bedroom “with 
other people when I was recover- 


.ing from pneumonia.” 


Marie, Alice’s oldest child, as- 
serted from the witness stand that 
she was “not interested in what 


happens to my mother if what I 
Say will do some good.” 
Greeted with a kiss by Alive, 
Marie avoided her glance as she 
testified her mother frequently 
visited McWilliams in his bedroom 
at night and that McWilliams 
stepped into Alice’s boudoir in the 
mornings, 
~~ & 
HE custody hearing took more 
T than a week. Neither Alice nor 
McIntosh was in court several 
days later when Judge Feinberg 
awarded permanent custody of the 
children to the captain in a de- 
cision loaded with wholesale casti- 
gation of Alice. The children are 
to stay with the captain’s aunt un- 
til his return, the Judge ruled. 
Alice is to vontribute $200 month- 
ly to their support and educa- 
tion. Alice will be permitted to 
visit the children only if her for- 
mer husband agrees or, failing in 
agreement, by court order. 

In an eleven and a half page, 
40 minute decision, Judge Fein- 
berg scored Alice as “wholly lack- 
ing in the social, religious and 
moral concept appropriate to 
motherhood. The facts in this case 
call for some plain speaking. Mc- 
Williams became a house guest 
in the Barrington home and lived 
there for eight months. 

“The defendant traveled with 
him on various occasions to New 
York, Washington and elsewhere, 
supposedly on business having to 
do with his propaganda. She went 
to drinking places with him and 
drank hard liquor not in the com- 
pany of her husband. The evidence 
clearly shows that an intimacy 
grew up between her and McWil- 
liams during his stay at the home. 

“The defendant, without’ the 
least show of remorse while testi- 
fying, and withasmileon her face, 
readily admitted committing 
adultery with McIntosh. Defend- 
ant had not seen her children 
from July 23 to Sept. 8 or 10, 
1943, she being too busy roaming 
around the country enjoying her 
escapades with McIntosh.” 

Judge Feinberg noted Alice 
“seeks to justify her conduct 
through protestations of love and 
deep infatuation for McIntosh. 
Reviewing her conduct with Mce- 
Williams just prior to meeting Mc- 
Intosh, this claim of love is pure- 
ly imaginary. It is lust, not love, 
that led her into this domestic 
mess.” 

Few people have heard from 
Alice since the custody battle 
ended. Her children do when she 
sends the support checks every 
month. Neighbors heard the oth- 
er day that a huge dog she kept 
at her Barrington home had been 
sent for and shipped out to Kan- 
sas,

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AMERICAN BLITZKRIEG 


EGINNING of the third month of the invasion of France found Al- 
S lied armies thrusting ahead in a fast-moving blitz that by last mid- 
week had put at least one spearhead within 100 miles of Paris. 
Nazi forces were crumbling under much the same kind of attack they 


had used themselves in the early part of the war: Aerial bombard- 
ment to open a way for a tank and armored force break-through, with 
infantry following to mop up, and hold and extend gains. Within two 
weeks’ time, American forces had surged out of the Norman penin- 
sula to the south, sent a racing spearhead westward to invest Brest, 
pushed another south to the Loire River to cut off Brittany, A front of 


some 50 miles had quadrupled. Its upper 130 miles bulged eastward as 
Canadians and British broke through German defenses in the Orne Val- 
ley below Caen, pushed eastward toward Paris; as Americans be- 
tween Mayenne and Laval thrust ahead to Le Mans, only 110 miles 
from the French capital, and hub of eight rail lines, seven roads. A 
Nazi counterattack above the spearhead, directed toward Avranches 
and described as heaviest since D-day, appeared completely repulsed. 
The Germans also were reported rushing reinforcements from Southern 
France. Capture of Brest, Lorient, and St. Nazaire, important Nazi U- 
boat and naval bases in Brittany, was momentarily expected, with the

The Prime Minister, reporting to the 
House of Commons, also disclosed that the flying bombs, up 
to that time, had injured 14,000 persons, destroyed 17,000 
homes and caused the evacuation of nearly a million per- 
sons from London. In mentioning the possibility that the 
Nazis would use heavier, more destructive flying bombs, he 
said that “hundreds of expert brains’’ were engaged with 
the problem of defending England against them, that he 
could not “guarantee it will be completely solved until we 
occupy the regions from which these bombs are launched.” |
